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Nobody ever borrowed the 49 Ford 


Newspapers, & butts, and east errs kibby 


By Larz F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - One of the 
most popular cars in the 
1950s was the 1949 Ford. It 
had a flathead V8, a great 
motor that Ford used from 
1932 through 1953, and the 
1949 body was streamlined, 
a radical change from the 
1948 model. 

Guys loved to modify them. 
They’d nose it and deck it 
(removing hood & trunk 
insignia), chop and channel 
it (more radical work, low- 
ering the body.) And, of 
course, they’d replace the 
mufflers with “glasspacks,” 
a type of muffler with 
packed fiberglass that sur- 
rounds the exhaust channel 
and absorbs some of the 
high frequency noise. 

But not all ‘49 Fords were 
dream cars. 

About the time Capt. Larz 
Neilson started the Town 
Crier in 1955, he went 
through an automotive cri- 
sis. He had a 1951 Plymouth 
convertible he’d bought 
from his sister Sylvia, 
before she shipped out to 
Germany in the Women’s 
Army Corps (WAC). It was a 


great car — until it was 
broadsided somewhere in 
North Tewksbury. 


The Plymouth was towed 
to Wilmington Ford, but it 
couldn’t be repaired. Larz 
got a loaner, a dingy ‘brown 
‘49 Packard that had only 
two gears, third and reverse. 
You didn’t want to park this 
car at the bottom of a hill, 
but Larz’s favorite fishing 
spot was at Foster’s Pond 
dam in Andover, down in a 
gulley. He’d drive halfway 
up the next hill to park, just 
so he could get a rolling 
start to get out of there. 

We figured it couldn’t get 
worse than that, but it did. 
Larz’s tenant in the old rail- 
road depot was Valley News 
Co., which delivered the 
Boston papers. Most of their 
vehicles were old panel 
trucks, but there was also a 
1949 Ford two-door sedan. It 
was better than the Packard 
mechanically — but the

seats had been removed. 
There was a single seat, sort 
of a broken-down bucket 
seat for the driver. 
Immediately behind that 
was a wooden box, probably 
used to keep the driver’s 
seat from falling over back- 
wards. Oh, and there was a 
carpet. Really. It covered 
the floor and the wooden 
box. 

Valley News had been 
using the car for home deliv- 
eries of the Sunday papers, 
but they couldn’t keep a 
driver. So they made a deal 
with Larz. He could have the 
Ford for $25 if he would take 
over the Sunday home deliv- 
ery route. 


If the Packard had been 


ugly, the Ford was worse. Its 
colors were maroon and 
rust. Passengers were given 
a choice: sit on the box or on 
the floor, among newspa- 
pers, a snow shovel, a fish- 
ing pole, a bait can, a cam- 
era, assorted junk, and 
probably a cigar butt or 


three. 

It got worse. While deliver- 
ing papers early one Sunday 
morning, Larz backed up 
and managed to catch a tele- 
phone pole with the driver’s 
door, folding it almost paral- 
lel to the front fender. This 
put a crease in the door, so 
that it would no longer latch. 
Right-hand turns became 
challenging — hold the door 
closed with your left elbow, 
steer the car with one hand, 
pray that you didn’t have to 
downshift, and maybe puff 
on a Cigar. 

The car was so horrid that 
it almost became his trade- 
mark for about five years. It 
was like a bad joke, repeated 
until it was rancid. Nobody 
but nobody ever asked to 
borrow it. Other than Larz, 
the only people who ever 
drove it would be a mechan- 
ic or someone who wanted it 
moved. 

Was there anything good 
about the car? The motor 
was strong and it didn’t have 


major problems, like the 
motor or transmission blow- 
ing up. But without regular 
maintenance, it was not 
dependable. Retired garage 
owner Doug Andersen tells 
of receiving calls from Larz 
at all hours of the night, ask- 
ing for emergency service, 
somewhere in Tewksbury or 
Lowell. 

Having had the experience 
of driving the Packard with 
no first or second gears, 
Larz took to starting in sec- 
ond gear all the time in the 
Ford. It was less work and 
probably saved a fume or 
two on gas. 

The Ford was still running 
well in 1963 when Larz’s 
father-in-law bought a new 
Chevy. The Ford V8 engine 
was given to a friend who 
took it to his camp to run a 
pump. And a once-pampered 
1955 Chevy inherited the 
fishing rods, newspapers 
and cigar butts. 


Warrant articles seek by-law changes

Warrant Draft, Article 14 
would give the Town permis- 
sion to transfer funds from 
accounts that have surplus 
amounts to accounts that have 
deficits from unexpected costs. 
Caira gave the example of the 
snow and ice removal budget. 
Last year the Town budgeted 
$547,000. To date, approximate- 
ly $200,000 has been spent. 

“Most of the money spent 
was used to purchase supplies 
for the season. Those supplies 
will carry over and be used 
next winter,” Caira said. The 
remaining $340,000 would then 
go to fund underfunded Town 
projects and services. 

Article 20 addresses the 
unpopular curfew law. 
Previously the Crier reported 
Attorney General Martha 
Coakley disapproved two por- 
tions of the by-laws amend- 
ments imposing a curfew in 
public parks, playgrounds and 
fields. Specifically the Attorney 
General disapproved of the 
Town allowing police officers 
to arrest violators of the cur- 
few stating that it is contradic- 
tory to state law. 

The second portion that 
Coakley did not approve is the 
portion that states if a juvenile 
violates the curfew several 
times within a calendar year,

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or refuses to provide accurate 
identifying information, the 
officer may take the juvenile 
into custody and call for a par- 
ent or guardian. If a parent or 
guardian does not come to 
release the juvenile from 
police custody, a probation offi- 
cer will take charge of the juve- 
nile. 

Article 20 would give the 
Town permission to fine viola- 
tors of the curfew law $100 for 
first-time offenders and $150 
for every offense after. 

“It is a simple addition to the 
curfew by-law that is an alter- 
native to criminal prosecu- 
tion,” Caira said. 

Yentile’s Farm 

Article 22 pertains to the pur- 
chase of Yentile’s Farm. If 
approved, the article would 
allow the Town to purchase the 
land at 9 Cross Street and 
develop it as open space or for 
other recreational uses. If 
approved, the Town will pur- 
chase the property from 
Century Bank and Trust 
Company for just under $1.2 
million. According to the 
Board of Selectmen, the funds 
for the purchase will come 
from the Town’s free cash 
account, which currently holds 
approximately $9 million.

do it without a tax burden to 
residents is definitely a plus in 
this situation,” Selectwoman 
Judith O’Connell said at a pre- 
vious Board of Selectmen 
meeting originally discussing 
the purchase of the land. 

Although the article would 
give permission to develop the 
land for recreational uses, the 
Town has not budgeted any 
money for this development. 
Residents would have to vote 
for a separate warrant article 
to approve any monies spent 
on the project outside of the 
original purchase. Currently 
no such article appears on the 
list. 

Redevelopment Authority 

The last article on the list, 
Article 23, would give the 
Town permission to seek an 
act of special legislation 
allowing the Board of 
Selectmen to dissolve the 
Town of  Wilmington’s 
Redevelopment Authority. 
Caira said the Redevelopment 
Authority, although it was 
developed in 1956, it has not 
been active for several years. 
It is supposed to operate with 
five members, but only cur- 
rently has two. Caira said 
people do not run for the seats 
in the redevelopment authori- 


Selectmen raised concerns 
about dissolving the authority 
and what unseen repercus- 
sions it may have. 

“Could this affect any future 
businesses or other develop- 
ments in Wilmington?” 
O’Connell asked. 

Caira said he would look fur- 
ther into the issue and have a 
more solid answer at the next 
Board of Selectmen meeting.

Dear Editor, 

I, have had many people 
come up and ask me if I was 
done with politics after my 
unsuccessful bid for State 
Representative in 2010. My 
answer has been a resounding 
NO, I am just beginning!

As a state senator, Tisei 
fought for a legislative agenda 
that emphasized government 
reforms and transparency for 
the taxpayers. He opposed tax 
increases and staunchly advo- 
cated balanced budgets which 
controlled proposed spending. 
Former Governor Paul 
Cellucci described him as a 
“principled friend and ally” 
when it came to “fighting to 
reduce taxes, cut spending, or 
reform state government.” As 
State Senate Minority Leader 
in.2010, Tisei led opposition to 
the sales tax increase and 
offered over $1 billion in cost-

He’s won 
Legislator of the Year awards 
from such groups as the 
National Alliance for the 
Mentally-I]_ (Massachusetts), 
the Massachusetts Silver- 
Haired ~ Legislature, . 
Massachusetts Council of 
Human Service Providers, the 
Mystic Valley Elder Services, 
and the YMCAs_ of 
Massachusetts - among oth- 
ers. In 2009, he was awarded 
the Housing Families’ 2009 
Community Hero Award for 
his advocacy efforts on behalf 
of homeless families. 

Tisei is the co-owner of 
Northrup Associates Realtors 
in Lynnfield, MA, which has 
grown into one of the largest 
independent real estate firms 
on the North Shore. Tisei 
served as President of the 
Eastern Middlesex 
Association of Realtors and 
was named “Realtor of the 
Year” by the group in 2009. 


Tisei, a licensed real estate’ 


broker and insurance agent, is 
a member of the Lynn and 
Wakefield Chambers of 
Commerce.

Education and has, or will 
have, an IEP is not eligible 
for the lottery. 

The Child Development 
Program at Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
enrolls typically developing 
four-year old children only. 
This program meets for 
three half-days each week. 
Their program is supported 
by High School students 
enrolled in child develop- 
ment courses. 

For 2011-2012 there is a 
monthly tuition rate of $98 
for a two day a week pro- 
gram and a $150 a month 
rate for a three day a week 
program for these two pro- 
grams. Tuition rates for the 
2012-2013 school year will be 


established by the 
Tewksbury School 
Committee later in the 
Spring. 

The Tewksbury Public 
Schools Community 
Education Preschool 


Program is held at the 
Dewing School for five 
mornings each week or for 
five afternoons each week. 
This program enrolls typi- 
cally developing four-year 
old children only. A light 
snack ‘is served daily, the 


cost of which -is included in 
the tuition rate. The cost of 
this program is $85/week for 
the 2011-2012 school year. 

Because a great number of 
parents have expressed 
interest in having their chil- 
dren attend these programs, 
a lottery will be held with 
the names of all eligible 
children to determine who 
will participate. In order to 
provide a preschool opportu- 
nity to the greatest number 
of Tewksbury children, 
youngsters who have partic- 
ipated in the Integrated 
Preschool program will be 
placed in a separate lottery 
and will be offered seats 
after all other children have 
been offered a place in a 
preschool program. 
Transportation for all chil- 
dren is the responsibility of 
the parent. 

Each child is eligible to be 
potentially enrolled in one 
session of a pre-school pro- 
gram, provided he/she has 
not been found eligible for 
special education services 
by the team, and his/her 
name will be entered in the 
drawing. Due to the large 
number of working parents 
who are not able to attend,

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 6th 
grade student Shannon O’Grady has 
been accepted to participate in the 
International People to People 
Ambassador Program. O’Grady was 
anonymously nominated to apply to 
the program which requires complet- 
ing an application, providing two let- 
ters of reference from current or past 
educators, a personal reference from a 
non relative and an interview with a 
People to People Delegate Leader. 

Debra Price, People to People 
Delegate Leader contacted O’Grady 
and gave her the news that she had 
been selected to participate in the 
“Tale of Two Cities” program. 
gThe Tale of Two Cities will actually 
take O’Grady to more than seven cities 
in England and France. Ambassadors 
on this program will earn special 
insights into World War II history, 
medieval history, international politics 
and government and intercultural stud- 
ies 

In England each Ambassador will 
gain an insider’s perspective in an 
exclusive meeting with a current or 
former Parliament or Cabinet member, 
feast at a medieval encampment and 
learn defensive arts as an honorary 
knight at Warwick Castle. They will 
train to wage war as a knight, and get 
up close and personal with the world’s 
largest trebuchet (catapult). 
Ambassadors will see iconic land- 
marks of England’s royal history rang- 
ing from Warwick Castle to the Tower 
of London, paddle a British river in a 
canoe or kayak with experienced 


guides and marvel at the mysteries of 
ancient Stonehenge. They will attend a 
theatre workshop with a focus on 
Shakespeare 
In France they will explore the artis- - 

tic masterpieces of the world-famous 
Louvre Museum, stroll the Champs- 
Elysées, and examine the elegant Arc 
de Triomphe and the magnificent 
palaces and gardens at Versailles. 
Ambassadors will learn. about the 
inspiring art and architecture of Notre 
Dame Cathedral, take in panoramic 
views of Paris from high atop the Eiffel 
Tower, sample famous French delica- 
cies like frog legs and escargot. They 
will understand the life of a World War 
II soldier when visiting the beaches of 
Normandy and honor war heroes at the 


Normandy American Cemetery and 
Memorial. 

Ambassadors are required to do some 
preliminary research and study of the 
countries they will be visiting. Each 
ambassador must take a minimum of 
five online courses covering subjects 
such as geography, government, histo- 
ry and religion to mention just a few. 
Each ambassador is also required to 
do a presentation on subject matter of 
their choice associated with their trip 
to the other delegates in their group. 

At the conclusion of their trip, ambas- 
sadors will have a greater appreciation 
and understanding of traditions, cul- 
ture and people of the countries they 
have visited. 

The People to People movement dates 
back more than half a century to its 
founding by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in 1956. Eisenhower was 
acting on his firm belief that direct 
interaction between ordinary citizens 
around the world can promote cultural 
understanding and world peace.

Circuit Breaker Tax Credit 

‘What is the Circuit Breaker 
Fax Credit? 

The Circuit Breaker Tax 
Credit is a state income tax 
credit for eligible 
Massachusetts residents age 
65 or older who paid rent or 
real estate taxes during the 
tax year. Even though the 
credit is based on property 
taxes, the state government, 
not the city or town, pays 
the credit. 

“The credit is for senior 
homeowners and renters 
who meet income limits and 
other eligibility require- 
ments. Homeowners may 
claim the credit if they paid 
more than 10% of their total 
income for real estate taxes, 
including water and sewer 
debt charges. Renters can 
count 25% of their rent as 
real estate tax payments. 
«You must file a_ state 
income tax return to claim 
the Circuit Breaker Credit, 
whether or not you have to 
file otherwise. If your credit 
is greater than the amount 
of income taxes you owe, the 
state will give you a refund 
for the difference. The max-

Fahey tabbed 
Player of the Year

: «Saying that Amy Fahey has 
made a smooth transition 
from high school to college 
basketball just may be the 
equivalent of saying that 
Tom Brady has transitioned 
pretty well from college to 
the NFL. 

~The fact is the former 
Wilmington High star and 
2009 graduate of WHS has 
done much more than just 
transition to the college 
game, she has instead start- 
ed to dominate it in just her 
second year at the collegiate 
level at Fitchburg State 
University. 

» After a successful fresh- 
man year last season, Fahey 
fook her game to another 
level in her sophomore year, 
‘and was recently named 
MASCAC Player of the Year 
for her efforts which includ- 
ed her leading the league in 
scoring with an average 23.6 
points per game while also 
finishing third in the league 
in= rebounding with 9.6 
boards per game. 
£It was a season full of 
memorable moments for 
Fahey, the biggest highlight 
‘coming when she broke the 
20-year-old single game 
récord for points in a game 
at Fitchburg State with 39 
against UMass Boston on 
‘November 22. The opposing 
‘coaches in the league clear- 
Ty took notice of her stellar 
play, as they overwhelming- 
ly voted her the league’s 
Player of the Year. 

Her own coach Walter 
Paschal, was certainly in 
agreement with the other 
coaches in the MASCAC. 

“She is very deserving of 
this honor. What I heard 
from the other coaches in 
the league that she was the 
toughest kid to cover and 
plan for so that told me a 
lot,” Paschal said. “Even 
though we scored a lot of 
points this year as a team 
Amy was really the one kid 
who could create her own 
offense so she drew a lot 
attention from the other 
teams best defensive play- 
ers.” 

And Fahey consistently 
rose to that challenge in 
nearly every Falcons game 
this season, leading. her 


club on the scoreboard on a 
nightly basis as they soared 
to a 16-9 overall record 
before being eliminated in 
the first round of the MAS- 
CAC Tournament. 

Despite her outstanding 
performance all season long, 
the humble Fahey was not 
aware she was being consid- 
ered for the league’s top 
honor. In fact, you might 
say she was the last to know 
she had been named Player 
of the Year. 

“I was really surprised to 
receive it. It is a huge honor 
and I definitely was not 
expecting it,” Fahey said. 
“My coach actually called 
my family the night that he 
found out so they would be 
the first to know which was 
really nice of him. So they 
all kept it a surprise from 
me until the last game which 
I thought was funny. My 
family was very excited for 
me.” 

After last season’s impres- 
sive start to her college 
career Fahey and her coach- 
es were expecting big things 
going into this season, but 
nobody expected her to 
improve to such a high level. 
The improvement was a 
direct result of the work 
Fahey put in during the off 
season and she credits her 
teammates for motivating 
her to work so hard. 

“T have to thank my room- 
mates who are also on the 
team.

Rogers gets offense going

STONEHAM - Locked in a 
scoreless tie heading into 
the final minute of the first 
period of their Division 2 
North Sectional first round 
game with Newburyport on 
Monday night at Stoneham 
Arena, the Wilmington High 
Hockey team was desperate 
for some kind of spark. 
Although the game was 
scoreless, it was clear that 
Newburyport was in control. 
But that’s when the 
Wildcats got the spark they 
needed from junior forward 
Jake Rogers. With the 
teams appearing destined to 
head to the locker room still 
scoreless, Rogers had other 
ideas, scoring the first of his 
two goals on the night, slam- 
ming home a perfect pass 
from line mate Cam Owens 
to give the Wildcats a 1-0 
lead with 54 seconds left in 
the period on their way to 
what would become a 6-2 

victory for the Wildcats. 

The goal not only gave the 
Wildcats the lead on the 
scoreboard, it also shifted 
the momentum back in 
Wilmington’s favor deflated 
a Newburyport squad that 
had to be wondering how 
they could possibly losing a 
game where they had seem- 
ingly been in complete con- 
trol. 

Wilmington coach Steve 
Scanlon knew how big it was 
for his team to get that first 
goal.

Newburyport had fought 
back to tie the game just 
over a minute into the peri- 
od, but Rogers almost imme- 
diately put the Wildcats 
back on _ top, giving 
Wilmington a 2-1 lead just 
over a minute after 
Newburyport had tied it. 

This time Rogers was sent 
on a breakaway when he 
was hit in stride with a per- 
fect pass from Owens at cen- 
ter ice. Rogers then skated 
alone into the Newburyport 
zone, and faked out goalie 
Alex Buckley before beating 


him to the glove side. 

"Most of my goals this sea- 
son have been like that,” 
Rogers said. “Me and Cam 
do that a lot with him setting 
me up on a breakaway. I 
have been pretty lucky on 
breakaways this season and 
I was again tonight.” 

Scanlon doesn’t see what 
Rogers and Owens have 
done as any sort of luck, as 
he knows how talented both 
players are, and he has 
enjoyed watching them all 
season. Monday night was 
no exception, as each player 
had four points with Rogers 
later assisting on both of 
Owens goals. 

“They moved the puck real 
nice,” Scanlon said. “They 
can create a lot of havoc out 
there and they are very 
tough to defend.” 

Rogers knows that he, 
Owens and the rest of his 
teammates will have to con- 
tinue to be tough at both 
ends of the ice if they are 
going to continue to move on 
in the tournament, starting 
with top seed Lynnfield on 
Friday night. 

But Rogers feels that the 
tough regular season sched- 
ule the Wildcats played has 
prepared them well for a 
long post season run.

“But Alex is a 
champion and champions 
know how to pull out victo- 
ries like that.” 

Furlong then went up 
against Leo Trindade of 
Billerica and was defeated 
11-2. Trindade went on to 
win the All-State title. 

“Obviously we knew that 
would be a very tough 
match and the kid is legit,” 
said Pimental. “(Trindade) 
has pinned almost every sin- 
gle kid he has faced this 
year but he didn’t pin Alex. 
The kid was able to get the 
edge on Alex and he had the 
lead early and was able to 
keep it.” 

From there, Furlong was 
placed in the consolation 
bracket, where he first 
defeated Joe Hasery of 
Marshfield, 6-5. Pimental 
said when it comes to the 
stage of being in the loser’s 
bracket of the all-state 
meet, some wrestlers don’t 
have the mental capacity to 
stick with it. 

“T think to be able to come 
back after his loss to win his 
next match shows a lot 
about his character,” said 
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Pimental. “I have coached 
guys who don’t rebound, 
and don’t want to rebound. 
But Alex went right after 
him and got four points. We 
thought he had the pin and I 
think if he had a little bit 
more time in the period, he 
would’ve pinned him. The 
kid was able to battle back 
and score some points but 
Alex was able to hold him 
off in the end.” 

That put him in the conso- 
lation semi-finals where 
Furlong’s season came to 
an end witha loss to Cal 
Lachowicz of Hampshire 
Regional by a 3-1 score.

WENHAM — -- The

It was a great game, 
but unfortunately we ended 
up on the wrong end of it,” 
said first year Shawsheen 
coach Grég Bendel. “We led 
most of the way, but we just 
could not hold them off at 
the end.” 

Shawsheen, who led 29-19 at 
the half and 42-33 at the end 
of three quarters were led by 
their senior tri-captains, 
with guard Joe Tower of 
Tewksbury leading all scor- 
ers with 20 points and ten 
rebounds, while. forward 
Steve Reynolds of 
Wilmington had seven points 


and 11 rebounds and guard 
Matt Costello played some 
stellar defense while also 
hitting some clutch free 
throws in the fourth quarter 
to give the Rams a chance to 
win. 

“IT could not be any more 
proud of the way Joe played 
tonight,” Bendel said. “He 
was outstanding. Really all 
three of our seniors were. 
Steve fought hard all the way 
to the end and Matt was 
clutch for us late in the 
game.” 

Junior guard Joe Spinale of 
Wilmington added ten points 
for the Rams 

Despite Costello’s clutch 
free throws, the Rams were 
doomed in large part as a 
result of poor overall free 
throw shooting throughout 
the game as they went just 6- 
for-19 from the charity 
stripe. 

“We went 6-for-19 in a game 
where we lost by three 
points, so obviously that was 
a huge factor in the game,” 
Bendel said. “We just could- 
n’t knock them down.” 

Another factor of course 
was simply that Hamilton- 
Wenham, the three time 
defending Cape Ann League 
Small School champs, sim- 
ply couldn’t miss in the 
fourth quarter. The Rams 
did a great job of shutting 
down the Generals top scor- 
er, Merrimack College bound 
Jake Lindland for most of 
the game, holding him to just 
six points, but fellow senior 
Steven Tam, who is headed 


to Carnegie Mellon on a bas- 
ketball scholarship, stepped 
up for his team with 27 
points, 18 of them coming in 
the second half. 

“We played a great first 
half. We played a great 
three quarters and we shut 
down Lindland, but another 
player got hot,” Bendel said. 
“They all got hot in the 
fourth quarter. They have 10 
seniors and they can really 
shoot the ball.” 

While the season ended in 
disappointing fashion for 
Bendel and his team, he was 
anything but disappointed 
with the way the Rams 
played all season long. In 
his first year as coach, 
Bendel took a team that had 
won a combined 10 games 
over the past two seasons,

Rams Hockey team ready 
to provide some Magic

BILLERICA --. The 
Shawsheen Tech Boys 
Hockey team, fresh off their 
fifth consecutive 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference, title will set 
their sights on an even big- 
ger prize this week when 
they begin their quest for a 
Division 3 state champi- 
onship. 

The Rams, coming off a 
12-5-3 regular season, are 
the number five seed in the 
Division 3 North Sectional 
and will take on defending 
Division 3 state champion 
Marblehead in the first 
round of the tournament on 
Thursday night at 5:30 at 
the Stoneham Arena. 

The Rams record, while 
good, is not as impressive 
as it has been in past years, 
but it is also deceiving. The 
Rams are 10-2-1 on the sea- 
son against Division 3 
teams and are undefeated 
against Division 3 North 
teams. 

Shawsheen coach Chuck 
Baker loaded the Rams 
non-conference schedule 
with some very challenging 
Division 2 and Division 1 
opponents as well as some 
of the best teams in 
Division 3 South in hopes of 
getting his team tourna- 
ment ready and it certainly 
appears they are. It is also 
clear that while the Rams 
are ready for the tourna- 
ment they will face no easy 
task in capturing the sec- 
tional title, with 
Marblehead as their first 
obstacle and top seeded 
Bedford also on their side of 
the bracket. 

The defending champs 
from Marblehead lost a 
large group of seniors off of 
last year’s team and will 
bring just a 7-11-2 record 
into the tournament, but 
like the Rams the 12th seed- 
ed Headers have played a 
very tough schedule, with 
all of their losses coming to 
Division 2 opponents. The 
Rams are quite familiar 
with the Headers, having 
been ousted from the tour- 
nament by them the past 
two seasons, including last 
year’s sectional final. 
Baker knows his team will 
have to be at their best to 
knock them off, and if they 
are able to advance they 
will have to maintain that 
high level of play through- 
out the sectional. 

“I feel we are on the 
tougher side of the bracket, 
but I feel we are ready for 
it. Marblehead is a good 
team, as always, and we 
just need to play our game, 
and be fast and physical,” 
Baker said. “I think the 
game at this point is more 
psychological for our guys, 
but I think they are looking 
forward to competing 
against Marblehead. 
Hopefully we can get some 
payback. Bedford with the 
number one seed is a very 
tough opponent. They are a 
solid three line team.” 

For the past four years the 
Rams have entered the 
state tournament having 


already participated in post 
season play, as they have 
won the State Vocational 
Tournament in each of 
those four years. 

That is not the case this 
season, as the Rams did not 
qualify for the voke tourna- 
ment despite having an 
undefeated record against 
vocational schools includ- 
ing three wins against the 
teams who did participate, 
Diman Voke and Nashoba 
Tech. 

Baker and his team have 
bigger goals in mind, but he 
was certainly not happy 
that his team was not 
allowed to defend their title 
due to their overall record 
not being strong due to 


their tough non-league 
schedule. 
“The way it turned out this 


year shows that the State 
Vocational Title does not 
spotlight the top vocational 
school in the state,” Baker 
said. “When you have to 
utilize your complete sched- 
ule and you schedule upper 
division opponents and 
tough opponents, you put 
yourself in this situation. I 
did not schedule a light non- 
league schedule, so it is 
what it is. 

“It is disappointing, yes, 
but I think we got more out 
of a practice than we would 
have in the game. Just like 
the MIAA seedings, you 
cannot just go off of win- 
ning percentage; strength 
of scheduling has to come 
into play somewhere. Also, 
who knows, we may have 
risked an injury or a dis- 
qualification considering 


the way the game is called 


by officials nowadays, 
blindly.” 

Although they did not get 
to defend their voke title, 
one thing that nobody could 
deny the Rams was their 
fifth straight league title. 
The seniors on the squad, 
led by Tewksbury residents 
Joe Sodergren and Mike 
DiGiorgio, along with line- 
mate Tom Price have never 
lost a CAC game in their 
four seasons at Shawsheen. 

While there is more work 
to be done, Baker is proud 
of what his team has 
accomplished this season 
and for what the seniors 
have done for the past four 
seasons. 

“The team, including 
freshmen, sophomores, jun- 
iors and seniors has worked 
hard and remained focus to 
accomplish this, but obvi- 
ously the senior class being 
around for four titles, has 
had a huge part of the suc- 
cess,” Baker said. “They 
are a talented group, all of 
whom will be tough to 
replace.

“BILLERICA - It has 
already been a great season 
for the Shawsheen ‘Tech 
Girls Basketball team, as 
the Lady Rams finished 18-3 
overall and were co-champi- 
ons of the CAC Large School 
Division with a 9-1 league 
record.

Area communities may recognize savings due to lack of snow 


Winter wearing well 
on municipal budgets 


BY GORDON VINCENT 


It’s still too early to call it 
“The Year Without a Winter,” 
but the 2011-12 snow season in 
the Middlesex area is proving 
to be anything but snowy. 

According to the National 
Weather Service (NWS), 
Boston has received just 7.8 
inches of snow so far this sea- 
son, most of it during the unex- 
pected storm just before 
Halloween. Normal snowfall 
during the winter in Boston is 
33.4 inches. 

Should the trend continue 
(though there is snow in the 
forecast for today and tomor- 
row), the record for least 
snowfall in a season - 9 inches 
in 1936-37 - will be eclipsed. 

At this time last year, 73.5 
inches of snow had already 
fallen, on the way to a total of 
81 inches for the season. 

Temperatures have also 
been about 5.4 degrees warmer 
than normal, a circumstance 
that has helped prevent signif-

icant snowfall but would not be 
a record. In 2001-02, the tem- 
perature averaged 6.3 degrees 
above normal, and there were 
just 15.1 inches of snowfall, the 
fifth least on record, according 
to the NWS. 

The good news for local 
government is that a lack of 
snow means a budgetary sav- 
ings. Salt and sand (actually a 
chemical these days) sheds are 
still stocked to near capacity, 
and cities and towns that pre- 


pared for a typical winter are 
saving big bucks. 
Last year, Wakefield, 


Reading and Woburn spent 
around $1 million in snow 
removal, but have so far spent 
less than a quarter of this 
amount this season. 

“Yes, I would characterize 
this as an unexpectedly mild 
winter,” said Winchester Town 
Manager Richard Howard, 
who estimates his town has 
spent around 60 percent of the 
money it budgeted for snow 
removal thus far.

Snow budgets are unusual in 
that local government can 
underfund the line item and 
then make up the difference in 
the subsequent budget year. 
For instance, Stoneham budg- 
ets $190,000 for snow removal, 
and while the town is still 
$20,000 under that figure, last 
year it was $450,000 over the 
number, according to 
Stoneham Dept. of Public 
Works Director Robert Grover. 

Woburn traditionally funds 
its snow removal budget at 
$279,000, knowing it will be well 
under what it normally costs 
for snow removal. So far, 
Woburn has spent $140,000 of 
its snow removal budget, 
meaning there is a chance the 
city could end up with the rare 
event of a surplus. 

“I'd say on average we've 
spent about $1 million a year 
for the past five years,” said 
Mayor Scott Galvin, who 
before being elected mayor 
three years ago served as a 
City Council member for the 
previous 16 years. “The thing 
I’m cautious about is if we get 
one or two storms, we could be

other projects that normally 
don’t get done over the winter. 
In Wakefield, Dept. of Public 
Works Director Richard 
Stinson said the down time - if 
there is such a thing in the pub- 
lic works realm - has been 
spent fixing equipment, and 
the town has purchased a new 
set of tracks for its bom- 
bardiers; the 1-man vehicles 
used to plow sidewalks. 


According to Stinson, 
Wakefield has spent $235,000 of 
its $450,000 budget on snow 
removal so far, He noted the 
surprise October snow storm 
was expensive because leaves 
were still on the trees. The 
heavy snow snapped the 
branches and created cumber- 
some work removing the 
downed limbs from the streets.

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“WANDERLUST”’ A HIDDEN COMEDY 


“WANDERLUST” ISN’T A PERFECT COMEDY 
but it is a funny escape from the winter doldrums. 
It’s the story of an overextended Manhattan cou- 
ple, Paul Rudd and Jennifer Aniston, who decide 
to move to Atlanta. The fun starts when they stum- 
ble upon the idyllic community of Elysium.

This isn’t a pérfect come- 
dy by any stretch, but it is a 
funny escape from the win- 
ter doldrums. 

George (Paul Rudd) and 
Linda (Jennifer Aniston) 
are an overextended, 
stressed out Manhattan cou- 
ple. After George is down- 
sized out of his job, they find 
themselves with only one 
option: to move in with 
George's awful brother in 
Atlanta. On the way there, 
George and Linda stumble 
upon Elysium, an idyllic 
community populated by 
colorful characters who 
embrace a different way of 
looking at things - Money?

(Reese Witherspoon). 

Soon, the agents find 
themselves less concerned 
with tracking down an inter- 
national criminal (Til 
Schweiger), much to the 
chagrin of their boss 
(Angela Bassett), and more 
focused on using their espi- 
onage skills and high-tech 
gadgetry to outwit one 
another for Lauren’s affec- 
tions. 

The script contains too 
many bickering romantic- 
comedy cliches to be 
remotely believable.

of between $200,000 and 
$300,000, according to Russell,

“Russell said the subcom- 
mittee met recently with rep- 
resentatives from Aramark, 
the city's school lunch

The October storm also 
serves as a reminder of the 
unpredictability of weather in 
New England.

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Recognizing the symptoms and risks for colorectal cancer 


As men and women know 
full well, cancer does not 
discriminate. Few and far 
between are the men and 
women whose lives have not 
been touched by cancer in 
one form or another.

Colorectal cancer does 
not discriminate. In fact, of 
the roughly 53,000 cases of 
colorectal cancers reported 
to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
in 2007, there was a nearly 
equal split of cases between 
men and women, with men 
accounting slightly less 
than 800 more cases than 
women over that time. 


Are there known causes 
of colorectal cancer? 


Despite its prevalence, 
colorectal cancer can rarely 
be traced to a_ specific 
cause. According to the 
CDC, roughly 75 percent of 
colorectal cancers occur in 
people with no known risk 
factors. However, the follow- 
ing may increase a person's 
risk of developing colorectal 
cancer: 


* A personal or family 
history of colorectal polyps 
or colorectal cancer 


* Inflammatory bowel 
disease, such as ulcerative 
colitis or Crohn's disease 


In a very small percent- 
age of colorectal cancer 
cases, the cause is linked to 
a genetic syndrome such as 
familial adenomatous poly- 
posis or hereditary non- 
polyposis colorectal cancer, 
also known as Lynch syn- 
drome. 


Are there symptoms of 
colorectal cancer?

Both colorectal polyps 
and colorectal cancer don't 
always cause symptoms. 
This is especially true ini- 
tially, when people could be 
living with polyps or cancer 
and not even know it. Such 
is the reason screenings for 
colorectal cancer, which 
should occur regularly 
when men and women 
reach age 50 are so impor- 
tant: But in some cases, the 
following symptoms may 


appear: 


* Blood in or on your 
stool 

* Persistent stomach 
pain or aches 


* Inexplicable weight loss 


Though causes of col- 
orectal cancer aren't always 
known, studies have shown 
exercise and maintaining a 
healthy weight can decrease 
risk.
